Tue Report of the Fever Commission may 
be regarded os 8 good summary of much 
that haa been said and written on the saal- 
tation of this Colony for tho last few years, 
It doca-not contain very much that is new, 
although, it puts in a compact and well-ex- 
pressed form what has beou thought and 
partially expressed since the fover first 
assumed on epidemic form. So far ‘sa the 
contamination of the earth, the water and 
the air is concerned, the Report is fairly 
comprehensive and pretty oxbanstive. The 
absonco of subsoil drainage and the 
well-known and disgracefully defective con- 
dition ofthe drainage, publicand privato, ara 
heartly condemned and exposed ; while re. 
commendationa aro made which ought to 
receive that careful consideration which 
they deserve, although the reeént statement 
of H. #. the Governor as to the separate 
aystem of drainage would lead one to believe 
that the separate system had been all but 
sanctioned. This is what the Commis- 
sionera say upon this point -— . 

_ Aa to the present disposal of the aub-soil 
water the Commissioners beliave that it will 
bo usefal to carry it into the already exist- 
ing drain-sawers or sewers ; the fall boing so 
great that no harm can arise therefrom. 

Aa to the future disposal of sub-soil water 
and storm water in mowly constructed 
drainage works, the Commissioners are of 
opinion that the subject should be carefully 
considered as to. whother drain-aowers, or 
sewers with a separate drainage for sub-soil 


water and storm water, which may or may 
not join the sewers, be the better. 


Everyone who has devoted any attention to 
the subject knows that the, sowera must 
bo improved—indeed, their reconstruction 
has beon stated by the Surveyor General 
to have extended already to sevoral miles. 
But, as wo have persistently advocated, 
properly-constructed public sewers must 
first be made available belore connections 
of any kind can be mede with esfety by 
house drains, This is clearly recugnised 
by the Commissioners, otherwise their 
unmeasured condemnation of- the public 
aowors, their remarks on houee-drain traps, 
and their wholesome exposure of the 
ventilating experiments can mean nothing. 
In reference to the soakage of the subsoil 
with water—or, as is too often the case, 
with sewage—it appears to us surprising 
that the Commissioners did not recommend 
the use of conerdte on the floors of all’ 
houses in the Colony, as we feel convinced 
that, spite of all improvements in drainage, 
somo such expedient will have to 
be resorted to in order to neutralise the 
evils already occasioned. As for the grow- 
ing of planta and trees, and the regulation 


of extensive earth-cattings, these are per- 
hopa the most familiar of all the recom. 
mendations advanced. It may be observed, 
however, that there is vory little virgin soil 
now left: below tho level of the Pokfulam 
Aqueduct, “Had tho.recomsiendation been 
acted upon when it was made in these 
columns years ego, the fever in the 
Western District might not have been so 
general’ as it was, Still tho cultivation 
of trees and the regulation of earth. 
cutting “axe pointa in the marshalling of 
arguments which cannot well, even yet, 
be entirely overlooked. Although ‘it is 
confidently asserted that the Blue-gum tree 


There is ono point, however, to which 4 
correspondent calla.our attention whieh the 
Fover Commission does not appear to havo 
touched upon. ‘The investigations: of the 
Commissioners are confined to tho causes 
which might contaminate tho air and the 
vater—the-air receiving more ‘attention 
than tho water. Nothing has beon said by 
them as to the Food Supply of the Colony

account for a large part of the diseases that 
have oxisted hare during the last fow yéara.

When there is o 
tendency to such diseases as those men- 
tioned, whaethor tho tendoncy “is producad 
by manations from sowora, from freshly. 
turned earth, or from electrical conditions 
or variations of temperature and moisture, 
then bad food and anwholesomn fruit be- 
come the ‘Inst straw’; and not infrequently 
an epidemic may result. Perhaps tha Com- 
missionera included this branch of tho 
subject amongst those matters which are 
provided for by the Public Health Act. 
Bat ot tle same tims, it will be a disappoint. 
inent: to-many that, under the-heading of 
* recommendations,’ no note is taken of the 
Food Supply of the Colony. 


THe Sanitary Board ondenvoured yesterday 
to wreatlo with a very difficult question. 
When an epidemic breaka out in the Colony 
itis of the utmost importance that informa- 
tion with regard to new cases be at oncs 
given tothe outhorities, so that steps may 
bo taken for at once removing the patient 
ond disinfecting the house, With a popu- 
Istion ignorant of the working of diseases 
and incapable of realising the dangers of 
infection, it is very difficult to obtdin this 
infornution. Besides, the Chinvso aro 
constitutionally averse to mixing in tho 
troubles of others. How, then, is: it 
posdible to get information ? ‘The Board 
evidently thought that compulsion must 
be usod—that oman who Knows bis ” 
neighbour is soffering from emall-pox ‘or 
cholera or typhus, and does not roport to 
the. Police, should be made liable to a fino 
of $50. This looks well in theory, but tho 
dificult question atiges in practice; how . 
can you prove that o man is ‘cognizant of 
his neighbour's disesse, and the equally 
difficult question * Who is my neighbour.’ 
To neither of thesa questions could the 
Board find o satisfactory answer yesterday, 
and it is not very likely they ever willif 
they go on tha lines on which tho dizeus- 
sion was conducted. at. last meeting. The 
only member who seemed to .have an ideo 
of the lines on which » solution was to be 
found was Dr Cantlie.. He said thatthe peo- 
ple should be ai liberty and boencouraged 
to report. Certainly ; but it did not seam 
to strike him or any.of the metberis that 
‘liberty and encouragement to report” isa 
totally difforent.thing from punishing peo- 
ple for not reporting, Wo believe that any 
hard and fast rule that the: Board may draft, 
makiag’ non-reporting a criminal offence, * 
will either .be an tinjust hardship on the 
mass of the population’or become totally 
inoperative. What the Board ought to do, 
if the matter is within ita province, is to 
seo that the liberty to report and tho én-° 
couragement piven to thosa who! come 
forward are as -great.as possible. If 
an epidemic does break out, “it may be 
necessary. to. use sterner means, and 
it is then within the power of - the 
Government to issue 4 proclamation ‘to the 


effect that any neighbour or fellow-tenant 
shown to be cognisant of an infectious case 
ind failing to report’ would. bo punished, 
Such a proclamation,

Tho plea that the native practitioner 
was uttorly ignorant of his trado and that 
ho did not sin willingly, could obtain no 
sympathy, for tho fino would be juvtly re- 
garded es punishment for his having 
undertaken tu do what ho had no quulitica- 
tion for doing.

Yeung Fat, P.O. 319, said—At 10.30 last 
night I wos ordered to gu to 207 Hollywood 
Road. It was said there was gambling 
going on in the top floor of that house, J 
went up along withan informer. When I got 
thera T saw about 30 or 40 people gambling. 
I went in and stuod thero for about two 
minutes, when two other P. 0 6 came in. 
Whon they appeared ame one called ont 
‘run,’ and there waa a general scramble. 
I caught hold of the first defendant, who 
was sitting in the contro seat dealing at 
fan-tan and counting the beads four at o 
time. Tsaw,bends stuked and some mo: ey 
put dowi to abide the result of the stakes. 
The money was given in charge of «man 
who was reckoning the accounts. He is 
not here, The second defendant waa 
stauding at the door at the to of the stair, 
apparently keeping wach. In the scramble 
some escuped ty a back way and same hy 
the roof. JI arrested the firat defendant. 

By Mr Caldwell—I wag the first man to 
enter the house ; the informer being im- 
mediately aftermne. When'I went in the fits! 
defendant was putting vat the countera He 
then begantorakethem in fouratatime. Be 
fore he got them all counted my comradcs 
appeared’ and the stampede . occurred, 
The ganic was only balf finished. - I don't 
know whether the informer who was with 
meataked. I did not ses him do so, 

Kwong Tsoi, coolio and informer, said he 
reported this matter to tho inspector and 
accompanied a Chinese P, C. to the honse 
last night. He had been in the house on the 
previous night and staked at fan-tan. Last 
night, when witness got to the top of the 
stair he saw second defendant sitting at the 
door at the top of thestair, which was open. 
The sixth defendant came to the duor, 
and along with the other man tried 
to shut the ‘door to prevent witness 
getting in.

THE EMPEROR FREDERIOK’S 
DIARY. 

. ADDITIONAL EXTRACTS. 

Wa givo boldw' oxtracta from the Daily 
News, which appears to have been -the firat 
in London to put before tho public the 
diary of Emperor Frederick. The extracta 
Tefer to different. incidents ‘nud periods to 
thoso we gava last night from the Times of 
the 22nd Septembor :— 


The Deutsche Rundschan, « monthly 
German review, publishes in its October 
timber, highly interesting abstracts of the 
Diary of the late Emperor Frederick, which 
ho kept during the Frauco-Gurinan war of 
1870. In this Diary-not only tis events of 
those days are deactibed with tho graat: at 
accuracy, but it appenra from it alao that 
the then Crown Prince was the real meving 
spirit in the foundation of the new Empire. 
He had often to uae all hia encrey to over- 
eome thy obstacles in the way of that pro- 
ject, whilst hitherto it has generaliy.teon 
believed that my the lato Emperor William 
and Prince Bisinarck wera tha yotitical 
founders of the Empire. -The Crowi 
Prince’s own words prove that he took by 
| far the greatest part in ita creation. The 
Diary is on invaluable uddition to the his- 
tory of that time, and an reading it every 
one—Gormans and foroigners aliko—will 
feel again what on irreparable loss the 
whole world hns sustained by his premature 
| death. . 

It comtnences on the Lith July, 1870, 
when tho candidature of the Hohenzotlern 
Prince for the Spanish Throne was being 
discussed, On the 13th he had 4 conyersn- 
tion with Prince -Bismarek, who brought 
him the news of the resignation vf the 
Prince, in consequence of which the Chan- 
cellor thought that the maintenanca af 
Peace was accured, and consequently in- 
tended returning to Varzin. Then follows 
a lively description of tho ovonts of thuse 
days, when it became clear that war was 
inevitable. Returning with his father 
‘frum the grave of Queen Louise, he says 
that war waged wader thnse circumstances 
must Iead to victory, On 20th July, he 
terote; “My principal thought is how te 
earry out the Liberal organization of Ger- 
ruany after peace has been secured,’ After 
the Battles of Weissonburg and Worth, on 
the 7th Augnat, he had many conversations 
with Herr Roggeubach, who was at San 
! Remo when ho wns ill, on the subject of 
| the future organization of the Empire. He 
j then enters : 'T stick to what [ said, name- 
; ly, thab we could not puasibly satisfy our- 
; selves after peace with mero preliminaries 
jfor new endeavours towards formiug the 
Empire. We aro obliget to offer to the 
German povple something perfect and 
palpable,’ . 

OF the events that occurred after the 
surrender af Sedan and the captare of 
UNapoleon, he writes: ‘Birmarck came to 
feo sous Denchory (8rd Sept), We rotain 
Alsace in the German administration. Tho 
idea of the federation of the Empire and 
the re-cstablishment of the Imperial dignity 
had seareely been thought of. I noticed 
that he was only inclined to rt conditionally, 
nnd J took cate not-ta press it npow him, 
nlthough I was conyineed that it umst come 
about. Events are leading towards it, and 
circursstances cannot be more fovourable 
than they are owing to this victory. On 
the 30th September I spoke to the King 
about the Imperial question which was 
mataring. In the meantime ‘negotiations 
with the German States have alreudy coni- 
mencod, The King doea not think this 
question imminent. He referred to the 
temark of Da Bois-Reymond} that In- 
perialism was antiquated; thers would ‘bo 
in future in Germuny only the King of 
Prussia and the Gorman duchies, 1 replied 
that the three Kings of Saxony, Bavaria, 
and Wartemberg furce us to take the lead 
with thy Imperial title, Qn alluding ‘tv 
Napoleon, his opposition at Tast became 
weaker,’ : 

‘The Crown Prince snbsequently describes 
tho susceptibilities and reservations of the 
German Staies, especially of Bavaria, which 
only consented with reluctaneo to onter 
inte the North-German federation, On 
the 9th October Prince Bismarck cunfossed 
he had not believed that the desire for the 
Imperial Crown wos so strong in the Ger- 
man people, and that he had made a mistake 
in 1866 in treating this question with such 
inditf:reneo. Tho lato Eroperor writes an 
the 18th October, which waa his birthday : 
‘This cclebration of my birthday reminds 
me of the seriousness of the task which I 
shali some day have to avlve in German 
political affairs, Thopethat I shall not live 
to see any more wara, and that thia may be 
my last campaign, Evidently there are 
many who look forward with confidence. I 
also feel certain in tho fulfilment of the 
task, because E know that-I will prove my- 
self worthy of thiq confidence.’ Pha next 
pages show that negotiations mado but little 
progress, as the German Princea eontinned 
to raise objections, but happily Kinz Wil- 
liam became more aud more imbued with 
the ides of the restoration of the Eupire. 
At the same time, aegutiations with France 
concerning an armistics were continued. 
Bavaria vbstinately refused to give her con» 
sent to the foundation of the Empire, whilst 
all ihe others believed this difficulty’ would 
not’ be oyerame. The Grand Duke of 
Badon was, however, ove of the warmest 
promoters of Gui man national unity, 


Even Prince Bismarck seemed ‘discour- 
aged by the attitude of the Southern States, 
ag is shown,,by the following entry : ‘14 
November.—In 4, conversation. with Bis- 
marck about the question of unity, he caid 
bo wished to get it scttled.y but, he said, 
ehrugging hig shoulders, what would you 
do to the South Germang!” and he asked 
me whether I wished them -to. be. threa- 
tened. I answered. “Of couras, Thera 
isno danger. . Lut us act Grmly and im- 
periouely, and you will sve that-I was right 
in saying that you werg not suflictently 
awaro of your power.“ '. Princo Bigmarck 
protested against threats, saying that they 
would ‘only ‘drive those St tes into the 
eros of Austria. He had when he accepted 
his post the firm resolve of making vay be- 
tween Austria-and Prussia, but he took 
good caro nut to speak of it then to his 
Majeaty, but had waited till'n auitable oc- 
casivin presented itsclf; Ee in the samo way 
wished nuw to. yain time to sey the German 
question develup itself. ‘Tha Crown Prince 
answered that he, who ‘represented tho 
future, couly gui regard such delay, with 
indifference. It was nob necessary to use 
force. The risk of Bavaria and Wurtem- 
berg daring to yoin Austria should ba taken, 


{form of Government sanctioned in agree 
ment with the demands of the Germn:: 
people, That would be pressure which the 
King of Bavurin could not withstand. 
Prince Bismarck remarked that the Crown 
Prince alone ontertuincd auch viuws, | T! 
would be better to let, the suggestion come 
from tho Reichatay. 

On tho late Emperor's referring to the 
views of the Princes of Baden, Oldenbary, 
Weimar, and Cohup, the Casnecllor aatd 
that his Majosty’s consent, would lave ty 
bo firat obtained. ‘The Crewn Prinea an- 
swored that ln: knew quite well that Prince 
Bismarck’s refusal would bo vufliciont to 
make the King hold back. To this the 
Chancellor roplivd that the Crown Princes 
Teprouched hint whilst he knew of other 
persona who botter deserved it, Tho in- 
dopoudencs of the King in politinl matters 
would havu to bo eousilered., The King 
read himaclé every inmsportant despatch, 
and oven corrected them. He was sorry 
that the question of tho Emperor had buon 
discussed at all, ua it would give offence to 
Bavaria und Wartemborg. The Crown 
Prince contianes ; ‘I remarkud that tho 
Minister of Hesse had ‘proposed it. Bia- 
qwurck thonsht my utterauces would have 
a bad effect. Ho thought that the Crown 
Prince ouglt not to expresa such viowa. 
imiacdiately protested against Leing for- 
bidden in auch a manner to speak, eapeetal- 
ly on auch aquestun, I regarded it as my 
duty tot to let anybody hoin doubt about 
my ideas. OF course his Majesty could 
say. what things T inight talk abunt, or pet, 
if Lwaa not considered ald cnoigh to have 
wy own opinions. Bismarck said: * If the 
Crown Prince ardera L will act acenrding- 
ly?’ 1 replied Thad no rizht to give 
orders, upon which he declared he would 
for his part willingly make room for any 
other personage whem TI should deem more 
suitable to eondnet tho business, but til) 
then ho must adhereto peitseiples, and uct 
according to the best of hia knowledge. 
We then caino to diecuss details, I re- 
marked that I hud perhaps become excited, 
but he could not expect me tu be indiffer- 
ent at thy neglect of auch an important 
qnestion.’ 

This conversation, however, bare fruit. 
Woe read on the 2ist November : * Bismarck 
said that it had indneod him to take it up 
seriously. He intimated to tha German 
sovereigns that should they not offer the 
Imperial dignity to the King, the North 
German Parliament would do so. This 
monaco has had ita effect.’ The King of 
Bavaria offered, in-the name of the German 
Sovoreign, the Imporial crown te the King, 
and itis worthy of uote that the fetter he 
sent was written by Princo Biswurek. ‘Phis 
part of the diary destroys all the stories of 
the magnanimity and national enthusiasm 
of the German Sovervigns at that time. 
Many difficulties had sisll to be removed, 
and it appears that Prince Bismarck was 
forced to pay much rogard tu the jealousies 
of tho Princes. For inatanze, he hud to 
concede that the title of the uow Emperor 
should not bo ‘Emperor of Germany ' but 
‘German Emperer.’? Byen the Imperial 
enthlems and standard were the subject of 
much discussion. . 

King William, who had grown up in the 
old Hohenavilern traditions, felt very much 
tuking leave of old Prussia Thé Crown 
Princes pointed to the history vf Prussia, 
and remarked how thy Hobenzollerusdrom 
being counts beeame kings. He answored, 
‘My aon has his whole hoart in the new 
state of affairs, whilst I du not care about 
the chang.’ On fhe 18th January the 
Crown Prinee writes :—' The hopes of our 
ancestors, tho dreams of German poetry, 
are fulfilled.’ He describes then, in un im- 
preseive manner, the coronation, and says, 
‘Lonly foul now o Gorman. L kuow no dif- 
ference ‘between Bavarian and’ Badenese, 
but I shall by no moans interfers with 
their affairs or deprive them of their indivi- 
duality.!’ In his happiness ho felt aeme ap- 
prehunsions abont the future. On 7th March 
hs writes: ‘Even the greatest inprodcnea 
will not undo that which is gained. Such 
experiences as I have had during the last 
ten years cannot be in vain, I shall havea 
strong. hold over the -now uzited nation, 
beeauseT shall be the first Soversign who, 
without reverac, adheres te eunstitutional 
institutions.’ 

On the present Emperor’s birthday, the 
27th of January, he writes: ‘To-day is 
Williant’s thirteenth birthday. May he be- 
come a thorough, upright, faithful, and 
trae man—a real German, who will conti- 
nuo without prejudice in the course which 
is already begun. Thank God, there is be- 
tween hia aud us a uatural ond hearty 
relation, Woe must strive to presurve it, 90 
that he may always regard us os hia ‘trae 
aud best friends = What linpes are already 
sontred in this child, and whata groat ress 
ponsibility is oura in the guidunce of his 
education! The considcrations of rank and 
Berlin Court life, and many other thinga, 
impede greatly his education." 

‘Chis diury also contsins much that is in- 
teresting and partly new of the war itself, 
The Crown Prince describes with many de- 
tails the first interview uf the Emperor Na. 
puleon with King Willis, and how the 
former waa much moved by the very kind 
treatment he met with, The Crown Prince 
further tells us how strongly he opposed 
the bombarding of Paris, and ho ia proud 
of the reproagh raised ugains: him of being 
tua humane, On every payo his admiru- 
tion and veneration for Guunt Moltke finds 
expression, Lig was also convinced that 
Alsace and Lorrnine lad to be taken, but 
ha calls this possession 4 rather precarious 
one. Interesting remarks are made about 
the King of Bavaria and the present King 
Otto, Hewrites; ‘ King Louis has changed 
very much. He ig pale, nervous, and reat- 
less when talking. He does not wait for 
anewors to qucations, but talks about other 
things,’ Prince Otte came te him on the 
3Hth October, * Pule aud miserable he sat 
before mo, a8 if he bad ague. I did not 
know whether he understood ye or heard 
me. 


COMMENT IN GERMANY AND AUSTRIA. 
(Standard, Sept! 22.) 
Commenting. on thu extracta, the 
Possische auys s-— Qo 
‘The two sheets which are hero Jaid be- 
fore the nation really contain a political 
legacy which deserved to be. treasured by 


many details, which twino like pleasing 
rabeeques round facta with whieh we aro 
iamiliar ; but a diactuut editor would hava 
upprossed much of it. The Crown Prince 
wan at liberty to nota in his Diary all that 
‘a ohsorvad and thought. Any iden of 
pablic tion was, of courso, far from him, 
foburty will bolievo that tho publication 
of certain utterances of his Royal father, 
which denoted temporary moods, or of 
sutirical romarka about Prince Frederick: 
Charles and the Hke, would have been 
desired by tho author. From the political 
point of view, the advisisability of the 
publication of tho statemont that Prince 
Bismarck said to the Crown Prince’a 
brother-in-law, the Grand Duke of Baden, 
un the 24th October, 1876 that fhe intended 
to attack the Infallibility dogma after the 
war,’ is atill more questionable. This stato- 
ment ean aorve only to revive the pas- 
sionate. dispute which bogan tho conflict 
Letween Church and State, and to puta 
weapon in the honda of the Uitramontanos. 
Nobody will believe that this was the late 
Emperor’aintention, Again, is it necessary 
to tell the world that the letter in which the 
King of Bavaria offered the Imperial title 
to King William was composed by Prinee- 
Bismarck, bocnuso the people at Munieh 
could not hit upon the might form ?- Not- 
standing all, liowaver, tho figure of the free 
and high-minded Princo, who prepared 
himself so earnestly for his calling as o 
Soveraign, riaos ones more bofore ws as wa 
read thcau pages, and our serrow is renewed 
at the tragic fate which destroyed all the 
hopea and plans indicated in. this. Diary.’ 
Tho Froisinnige Acittivy “writes: —* Te 
would indeed have been a fraud upon ont 
age, and upon thu living gencration: in 
Gormany, if these Diaries had bean . buried 


in somo secret archive, not dostined-to-shaw. -—- 


tu after ayes the figure of a Prince who 
towered head and shoulders abave oli con~ 
temporary Princes, Generals, and. States- 
men, without exception, even in the proud 
camp at Versailles,” 

(From our Correspondent.) 

Vienna, Friday Night.—All the Vienna 
papers publish long extracts from the Em- 
perer Frederick's Diary, and express the 
highest ndmiration for ita greataninded 
author, ‘Had nothing becema knowa of 
these notes,’ says the Newe Mreie Presse, 
‘but this one sentonce—* Our uppormeont 
thought is how, after peace has been ob- 
tained, tho Liberal development of Ger- 
many is to be carried out,"—in that alone 
we should ba able to recognise the noble 
character of the Princo whom a cruel fate 
has prevented from putting into action his 


most enlightened programme. of Govern- 
ment,” 

Most of tho Vienna critica say thot, 
evidently, bad the Emperor Frederick 
lived, ha would have effected n total 
political reformation in Germany. The 
general public here manifests the deopast 
interest in tho Memoir, The opinion is 
frequently expressed that theso oxtraota 
from the Disry quite exeulpate Sir M+ 
Mackenzie and the Empress: Victorian with 
regard ta their action during the -Jast daye 
of the illustrioua petient, especially the 
denial that the malady was caneor, The 
Emperor Frederick, it is now shown, had a 
very great, if nut the greatest, share in the 
revival of tho German Imperial dignity, 
and-foughr this idea out with enthusiasm, 
against the opposition or fears of tho King, 
Princo Bismurck, -and others;"and, no 
doubt, it was the dearest wish of his ifs to 
bo Germun Emporor himaelf, even’ though 
it were only for a few montha. 

(Through Reuter’s Agency.) 

Berlin, Sept. 21.—The publication in 
the Devtsche Rundschurt of extracts from 
the Emperor Fredorick’s Diary during the 
.Franeo-German War has caused a great 
sensation hore, owing. to the- prominence 
viven to the hitherto unknown share which 
the then Crown. Princa and the Grand 
Duke of Baden had in the proclamation of 
the German Empire, and to the opinions 
repeatedly expressed by the late Emperor 
in favour of the rights of tho German poo- 
ple to the Liberal extension of- tha State 
and national life, the creation of an Upper 
House in placa of the Federal Council, and 
the institution of responsible Imperial de- 
partments, The North German Gazette 
has, up to the present, made no reference 
to the apprarance of the oxtraota, while the .
